Mr,  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report fbr  the  year 

1969. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  15*620  which  was  an  increase  of  2,520  over  that  of  the  previous 
year. 

Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  31  5  which  was  an  increase  of  94 
over  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birth  rate  was  accordingly 
20.2  this  becomes  19.6  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General's 
Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised 
for  age  and  sex  distribution  and  was  higher  than  that  of  16.3  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 


One  stillbirth  was  registered  and  the  rate  of  3*0  per  ^  ,000  total 
(live  and  stillbirths  &  was  lower  than  that  of  l3«0  for  England 
and  Wales.

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  accordir^gly  1  0.0  compared  with 
that  of  l8.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i.e.  stillbirths 
and.  infant  deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  is  prematurity,  asphyxia  and 
atalectasis,  birth  injuries  and  congenital  malformations  and  the 
chief  maternal  factor  is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 


This  rate  was  nil,  as  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  due  to 
Pregnancy,  Childbirth  and  Abortion  and  is  a  reflection  of  the  high 
standard  of  modern  obstetric  practice. 
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Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  allcnns«a  was  2 44  (ll7  M.  127F.) 
and  the  crude  death  rate  was  15*6;  this  high  rate  was  due  to  the 
naturally  higher  mortality  in  Hothfield  Hospital  which  accommodates 
chronic  sick  patients  and  from  which  deaths  are  assigned  to  the  District 
when  patients  have  been  resident  for  more  than  six  months.  The  Registrar 
General*  s  Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population 
standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution  takes  this  into  account  and 
the  adjusted  rate  was  8.9  which  was  lower  than  that  of  11.9  for  England 
and  Wales. 


The  majority  of  the  deaths  were  from  natural  causes  amongst  the 
aged,  namely  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the 
Nervous  System  of  which  there  were  114  out  of  the  total  of  244  deaths. 
Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  (Coronary  Thrombosis  &  Coronary  Atheroma)  was 
the  cause  of  53  of  those  deaths.  These  were  in  the  f  olio  wing  age-groups; 

1  between  25  -  34,  3  between  43  -  54,  3  between  55  -  64,  1  2  between 
65  -  74  and  34  over  75  years.  The  great  majority  of  deaths  were  over 
65  years,  those  in  the  age  group  over  75  years  having  been  the  highest. 
Although  these  figures  are  small  for  any  valid  inference,  the  fact 
that  the  majority  of  deaths  were  in  old  age  conforms  with  the  usual 
pattern  and  would  seem  to  indicate  that  it  is  primarily  a  degenerative 
or  senile  disease. 

Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest 
cause  of  deaths,  35  having  been  registered  in  the  following  age-groups: 

5  between  45  -  54,  4  between  55  -  64,  7  between  65  -  74  and  1  9  over 
75  years  of  age.  The  mortality  increases  with  old  age,  pari  passu 
with  the  fact  that  medical  advice  is  commonly  sought  too  late. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  the  causes  of  5  (5M.  -*-F.)  of  those  deaths  in 
the  following  age-groups:  1  between  45  -  54,  2  between  55  -  64,  and 

2  between  65  "  74  years  of  age.  Generally,  the  majority  of  deaths 
from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  are  in  earlier  age-groups  than  those  of  other 
forms  of  Cancer,  and  the  fact  that  the  ratio  of  deaths  predominates  in 
males,  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  inhalation  of  tobacco  smoke  is 
a  precipitating  factor  amongst  those  who  are  predisposed. 

Cancer  of  the  Breast  caused  9  deaths  in  the  following  age-groups: 

3  between  45  -  54,  2  between  65  -  74  and  4  over  75  years.  Having  regard 
to  the  fact  that  the  disease  is  insidious.  Cancer  of  the  Breast  in 
comparison  with  other  forms  of  Cancer,  is  not  difficult  to  diagnose 

and  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  patients,  many  of  whom  are  in 
early  age-groups,  seek  medical  advice  too  late. 

Cancer  of  the  Stomach  oaused  3  (2M.  1  F.)  deaths  in  the  over  75 
years  of  age  group. 

The  other  causes  of  deaths  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no 
exceptional  mortality. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  Infectious  Disease.

Two  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  -  the  patients 
being  aged  12  (F.)  and  31  (F.).  There  were  two  deaths  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  the  patients  being  34  (M.)  and  60  (F.). 

Cases  of  suspected  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  are  still  required  to  be 
notified. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  Public  Health  of  the 
District  was  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  I  would  wish  to  take 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  interest  in  and  support  of 
the  Department  and  also  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  very 
efficient  service.

All  aspects  of  THE  DEPARTMENT  were  GIVEN  ATTENTION  throughout  the 

YEAR  . 


The  most  important  of  the  new  Acts  that  came  into  force  in  1969 
was  the  Housing  Act  1969  with  its  special  impact  on  Grant  Aid. 

Payments  to  owners  have  been  greatly  increased  but  the  extra 
conditions  laid  down  require  more  investigation-  of  repairs  -  BOTH 
essential  and  general  -  and  scrutiny  of  estimates. 

Meat  inspection  has  taken  up  more  hou  s  than  any  other  facet 
of  the  health  programme.  100$  inspection  and  stamping  of  carcases 
was  managed  satisfactorily.  Mr.  Powell  -  the  meat  inspector  -  has 
proved  an  efficient  officer.  Mr.  Boddy  has  continued  to  relieve  him 

FOR  ALTERNATE  WEEKEND  AND  EVENING  INSPECTIONS. 

The  wholesale  slaughterhouse  is  in  the  process  of  enlargement 

AND  HAS  BEEN  GRANTED  A  NEW  LICENCE  BY  THE  APPROPRIATE  MINISTRY. 

The  clearing  up  of  road  verges  and  adjacent  land  of  dumped  cars 

AND  HOUSEHOLD  EQUIPMENT  HAS  CONTINUED. 

The  working  of  the  new  pulverisation  plant  has  been  hampered  by 

DAMAGE  ATTRIBUTED  TO  GYPSY  TYPES  CAMPED  ON  THE  PERIMETER  OF  THE  PLANT. 

Teething  troubles  have  been  experienced  but  are  being  righted  by  the 

FIRM  WHO  DESIGNED  THE  PLANT. 

Sporadic  outbreaks  of  vandalism  still  persists  at  the  Hothfield 
conveniences.  The  premises  are  now  locked  at  night  by  Securicor  staff. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  mains  supply  for  the  district  is  distributed  by  the  Mid  Kent 
Water  Company.  Collection  is  from  the  North  Downs  at  Charing  by  means 
of  artesian  wells,  and  is  stored  in  high  level  reservoir  tanks  and 
distributed  by  gravity.  The  water  is  not  plumbi  solvent.

School  Sanitation 


No  complaints  of  nuisances  were  received  during  the  year. 

Most  school  sanitary  systems  are  connected  to  mains  drains. 
Modern  toilet  facilities  sited  within  the  buildings  are  still 

REQUIRED  IN  SOME  VILLAGES.  THE  LAVATORIES  AT  THESE  SCHOOLS  ARE 
SITUATED  ON  THE  FAR  SIDE  OF  PLAYGROUNDS  AND  REQUIRE  A  TREK  THROUGH 
THE  OPEN  IN  ALL  WEATHERS,  WHILST  WASHING  FACILITIES  ARE  PLACED  IN 
POSITIONS  WELL  AWAY  FROM  THE  LAVATORIES. 

Public  Conveniences 


The  conveniences  built  and  managed  by  the  Council  are  sited  at 
Hothfjeld  and  Charing. 

The  former  caters  for  A. 20  traffic  -  to  and  from  the  continent  - 
picnickers  and  the  locals  who  like  to  use  the  Common  for  recreation. 
This  pair  of  lavatories  were  originally  intended  to  give  a  24  hour 
service,  but  owing  to  vandalism,  which  is  proving  very  expensive  to 

REMEDY,  NOW  HAVE  TO  CLOSE  FROM  11  P.M.  TO  6  A.M. 

The  block  sited  in  the  main  street  at  Charing  is  well  placed  to 

SERVE  THE  LOCALS,  VISITORS  AND  BUS  PATRONS  AND  IS  NOT  SUBJECTED  TO  THE 
SAME  DEGREE  OF  VANDALISM. 

Cesspool  Emptying 

This  should  be  the  last  full  year  for  this  essential  service 
to  be  shared  between  a  contractor  and  the  Council.  A  second  1500 
gallon  tanker  is  on  order  and  when  working,  the  services  of  the 
Contractor  will  be  dispensed  with. 
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This  should  result  in  a  more  efficient  and  quicker  service  to  the 

RATEPAYERS. 

At  present  all  cesspool  contents  are  disposed  of  at  the  main  Ashford 
Urban  District  Council  plant  at  Bybrook. 

The  small  village  plants  are  unable  to  cope  with  any  additional 
amounts  beyond  the  properties  connected  TO  THEM.
